lawyer, soldier, diplomat, author lie 
won universal distinction. 
Born in 
.Brookville, he lived for a short time 
in Covington and in 1852 he moved 
to Crawfordsville where he lived uii- 
, til his death. 
General Wallace was largely self 
-educated, lie attended \\ abash col­ 
lege but never was graduated. 
At 
the outbreak of the Mexican war he 
volunteered and became a first lieu­ 
tenant. 
After the close of the war 
lie entered polities for a brief period 
and for four years was a member oi. 
the senate. 
In the Civil war he again offered 
his services and was elected in turn 
to the position of. colonel, brigadier 
general, and major general. Perhaps 
-liis greatest military feat was that 
of preventing the Confederates from 
capturing our national capital. With 
5,800 men General Wallace opposed 
an army of *28,000 men led by Gen­ 
eral Early and checked their-march 


remonstrances.

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Miss Rosseau McClellan’s address 
last night dealt with the teaching of 
ornithology in 
the public 
schools. 
She is a teacher in Shortridge high 
school, Indianapolis, und has several 
classes 
studying birds. 
She des­ 
cribed 
her 
experience 
with 
high 
school buys 
and 
girls—how 
they 
could teach their teachers lots of 
things about birds, once they were 
interested. 
Miss McClellan said 
that 
eaeli 
grade was given a bird to study and 
devoted the whole year to that one. 
She digressed many times and 
dis­ 
cussed the value 
of birds, pointing 
out that quails are the farmers best 
friends, because they eat so many 
weed seeds and bugs and worms, 
and should be protected. She said the 
woodpecker was the champion tree 
protector because he eats the worms 
that infest the trees. 
Miss MccClel- 
lan declared 
that 
the cat 
is the 
bird’s worst enemy because 
the av­ 
erage member 
of the feline family 
kills at least fifty young birds every 
spring. 
She said that if one wanted 
bird?-, they should put out food for 
them in the winter and have things 
in the summer that they would eat; 


and also “lose” in the yards pieces 
of string and 
other 
things 
with 
which they can build nests. 
Miss McClellan 
emphasized the 
need of preventing the extermination 
of wild birds, giving as an illustra­ 
tion the disappearance of the carrier 
pigeons. None can he found in the 
United States now though a reward 
of as high as $5,009 has been offer­ 
ed. 
A few years ago it was estim­ 
ated that at least two billion were 
seen in one flock. 
“ I wonder if the Audubon society 
can not be of some value in enforc­ 
ing the bird law s?” asked Miss Mc­ 
Clellan. 
“We ought also help es­ 
tablish bird 
refuges 
because

Lew Wallace (1827-1905.) 


i 
There are few examples in Ameri- 


can history whore an individual has 
Ifbecome so eminent in as 
many 


I fields as General Lew Wallace. As 
lawyer^ soldier, diplomat, author Jie 
won universal distinction. Born in 
,Brookville, he lived for a short time 
in Covington and in 1852 he moved 
to Crawfordsville wh«re Jio lived un- 
til his death. 
, 
• 


General Wallace was largely self 


.educated. He attended Wafoash col- 
lege (but never was graduated. 
At 


the outbreak of the Mexican war he 
volunteered and became a first lieu- 
tenant. After the close of the war 
.he entered polities for a brief period 
and for four years was a member of 
.the senate. 


In the Civil war he again offered 


.his services and was elected in turn 
to the position of. colonel, brigadier 
.general, and major general. Perhaps 
his greatest military feat was that 
.of preventing the Confederates from 
capturing our national capital. With 
5,800 men General Wallace opposed 
an army of 28,000 men led by Gen- 
eral Early and checked their-march 
on Washington until sufficient rein- 
forcements arrived to save the city. 


After the close of the Civil War 


General Wallace resumed the prae- 
.tice of law in Crawfordsville. 
In 


1878 he was appointed governor of 
the .territory of Mexico. He served 
for three years. H^ was then com- 
.uiissioned as United States minister 
.to Turkey where he remained until 
1885. • In every position -held 
by 


General Wallace he had won suc- 
cess, 'but his greatest honor was 
achieved by the pen. He doubtless 
did more to make Indiana the liter-_ 
ary center of the country than any 
other writer. All his 'historical nov- 
els ar.e contributions of permanent 
value. The three best known are, 
."The Fair God," "Ben Hur," and 
'The Prince of Indiana." "Ben Hur" 
has been translated into every civili- •. 
zed tongue and is said to have had 
the greatest circulation of any book 
in the English language except "Un- 
cle Toai's Ca'bin," and naturally Mc- 
Cauley's 
"History of England." 


Wallace died Feb. 1G, 1005.
